Local Teachers 
Oppose Proposed 


School Measure 


Bill Providing Teachers Must Pay 


Tuition in State Normal Schools 
Now Pending in Senate Educat 
ion Committee. 


Educators aJid teachers in Co- 


shocton, as well as in every county 
'in the state, are greatly exercised 
i over what is known as the Spra- 
j gue bill, which has already passed 
'the lower house and is now in the 
hands of the Education committee 
oi! the senate. 


The bill proposes 
to make a 


tuition charge of $19 annual fee 
and $f> for a summer term, in state 
normal scvioois. The money thus 
colh eted is to be paid into the 
General Revenue Fund of the state. 


Must Pay State. 


Local educators, who have given 


some attention to the bill say that 
the Normal schools thus become a 
part, of the taxing machinery of 
the state. A law which Avent into 
effect sometime ago, obliges every 
teacher to have a normal school 
certificate before she can be allow- 
ed to teach and the Spraguc bill 
now proposes to make'the teacher 
\i;\v the state For the training it 
oblige.', her to have. 


There is not another state in the 


union where tuition in normal 


|.schools is charged to pupils in 
that state and even m such large 
and well kno.vn institutions as 
Ypsilanti, 
Mich., 
pupils 
from 


other states are charged only $3 
for the summer term. Thus, edu- 
cators say, the passage of the bill 
will work a. hardship not, only on 
teachers hut on tho schools as 
well, as the teachers will go out- 
side the state to receive their 
training 
In a number of states 


text books arc furnished as well 
as tree tuition. 


No Benefit To Schools 


The tax, the bill proposes, in no 


way benefits The school, or be- 
comes a part of the school's fund. 
It is, in effect, a lowering of teach 
ers salaries, already to low.

A Perilous 


I Occupation 


j General housework, long regard 
ed as a haven 1'or the young wo- 
man who must toil, instead is one 
jof the most perilous occupations 
in which she may engage, accord-( 
ing to the first report of the con-1 
fcrence on illegitimacy 
ot the 


Cleveland Federation for Charity, 
and Philanthropy, made 
public 


yesterday. 


In the cases studied, 349 wei-o 


unmarried mothers. Of these 224, 
or nearly one-third, were 
found 


to have been employed in homos 
as servants. But sixteen of the 
women had no occupation 


"If the danger which apparent- 


ly surrounds this kind of work is 
inherent," reads the report, "we 
should feel some alarm over the 
tendency of girls' employ men I 
Agencies to urge houscAvork on 
'their clients as a means of meet- 
ing the so.rvant girl problem, with- 
out doing anything to standardize 
and regulate the occupation.'' 


The report points out that the 


ilarge number of unwed mothers 
.found engaged 
in housework in 


Cleveland is not peculiar to the 
city. Similar results were ob- 
tained in surveys of the problem 
undertaken in Washington, D. C. 
nnd St. Louis. 


The "excessive isolation" of 


servant girls and the "irregular 
hours and heavy work, which 
drive them to seek recreation in 
places of doubtful character" are 


• given as causes in the report,. It 


slso sue-gests the difficulty a serv- 
ant might have in hiding her con- 
dition is perhaps resnonsiblo for 
the prominence 
of that occupa- 


tion in the figures given 


"The distribution of 
illogiti- 


jwato births by 
mouths is fairly 


uniform." reads the report. "The 
lowest points are November, uilh 
37, and Julv, 
-nith 1s!. Septem- 


ber, with 40, and October, with 
54, are highest.
